(£ 7 *The affairs at Charleston look decidedly 
squally. We publish elsewhere the telegraphic 
reports of the two last days’ transactions. 

The following is the platlorra adopted by the 
Charleston Convention: 

“Resolved, That we, the Democracy of the 
Union, in Convention assembled, hereby declare 
our aflirmarionof the resolutions unanimously 
adopted and declared as a platform of principle., 
by the Democratic Convention at Cincinnati :he 
year 1856, believing that Democratic principles 
are unchangeable in their nature when applied to 
the same subject-matter, and we recommend as 
our only further resolutions the following: 

“That inasmuch as diffei ences of opinion exist 
in the Democratic party as to the nature and ex- 
tent of the powers of a Territorial Legislature, 
and as to the pow ers and duties of Congress, 
under the Constitution of the United States over 
the institution of slavery within the Territories: 

“ Resoloed , That the Democratic party will 
abide by the decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States over the institution of slavery with- 
in the Territories. 

“Resoloed, That is tile duty of the United States 
to afford ample and complete protection to all its 
citizens, at home or abroad, aud whether native 
or foreign born. 

“Resolved, That one of the necessities of the 
age, in a military, commercial aud postal point of 
view, is speedy communication between the At- 
lantic and Pacific States, and the Democratic par- 
ty pledge such constitutional enactment as will 
insure the construction of a railroad to the Paci- 
fic coast at the earliest practlble period. 

“Resolved, That the Democratic party are in 
favor of the acquisition of the Island of Cuba, on 
such terms as shall be honorable to ourselves and 
just to Spain. 

“ Resolved , That the enactments of State 
Legislatures to defeat the faithful execution of 
the Fugitive slave law, arc hostile in character, 
subversive of the Coi stitutiou and revolutionary 
in their effect.” 



Another Proviso. — We clip the following 
from yesterday's dispatches: 

Tiie five new Territories which the House com- 
mittee ou Territories propose to organize contain 
respectively tiie following number of inhabitants: 
Chippcwav from 8,01)0 to 10.000, Nevada about 
the same, Dacotah 8,000, Idalio, Pike’s Peak, 15,* 
000 to 20,000. Each of these will contain the 
following proviso: Provided, that nevertheless 
slavery has no legal existence in said Territory, 
and nothing herein contained shall be construed 
to authorize or permit its existence therein. — 
These measures will come up for consideration 
early next week. 

The proviso in reference to slavery engraft 
cd in the bills to organize these Territories is 
similar to the Wilmot Proviso. It will no 
doubt pass the present House of representa- 
tives, and, failing in the Senate, will become 
an issue in the approaching canvass, notwith- , 
standing the fact that it has been declared un- 
constitutional in the Dred Scott decision. 

Suicide in Frankfort. — We learn from Mr. 
Ke'dall, route agent of the Louisville and Lex- 
ington Railroad, that Mr. William Payne died at 
Frankfort on Sunday evening of congestive fever. 
His father-in-law, Mr. James Drvden.was left to 
watch the corpse during the night, but on Monday 
morning was found with his throat cut, having 
committed suicide under the influence of the de- 
pression of spirits which the death of his relative 
had occasioned. Both gentlemen were old and 
much e. teemed residents of our State capital, and 
the sad tragedy occasioned great excitement 
among the citizens there — Lou Jour. 

The above is incorrect in several particulars- 
The gentleman who died was not Wm. 
Payne, but Mr. Peyton Payne. His father-in- 
law, Mr. Dryden, has been quite ill for several 
weeks, having injured his spinal marrow in at- 
tempting to hang a very large bell for the 
Presbyterian Church. At times he suffers the 
most excruciating pain, and during one of these 
spells, while the family were with Sir. Payne, 
he attempted to cut his throat, but fortunate- 
ly his son came in time to prevent him. We 
are glad to state that the wound is a slight 
one, and that he is now better than he has 
been since he was taken ill.

The English journals claim that it was a 
drawn battle, but concede that their champion 
got the worst of the fight. 



— Lawrence 
Johnson died in Philadelphia on Thursday 
morning last, by paralysis. Tic was the well- 
known typefounder and stereotyper of that 
city, having a large branch in Cincinnati, as 
well as in other cities. 

— Quite an interesting cere- 
xnoi.y took place at the house of Nathan and Jane 
Wells, in Nicholas county, Ky., on the 27th of 
April, 1860. This being the Golden Wedding day 
of the “old folks,” they having been married fifty 
years on that day, celebrated it with feast and re 
juicing, and renewed to each other the holy mar- 
riage vow they had taken fifty years before. We 
understand they have eleven children, four sons, 
and seven daughters, all living, and all married, 
except the youngest son. They have forty-six 
grand children living, and nine great grand chil- 
dren. 

Nathan Wells, Sr., was born in Mason county, 
Ky., at Mucker's Station* in 1791, his wife, Mrs. 
Jane Wells, was born in Virginia, but at an early 
age came to Kentucky, with her parents. They 
have resided in Nicholas and Bracken counties 
ever since .

MR. JAMES S. CHRISM AN 

TO TUE 

People of the Fourth Congressional District of 
Kentucky. 

Fellow Citizens: You are aware that by the 
partisan action of the late Know-Nothing Board 
of Examiners, I was refused a ceitificate of elec- 
tion, and the same was given to Wm. C. Ander- 
son, notwithstanding you rejected him at the 
polls — thus violating in their action the chief prin- 
ciple upon which our government is based, in as 
9uming the prerogative to choose for you your rep- 
resentative to Congress. He has sought and 
availed himself of an opportunity, both on the 
floor of the House and through the public news 
papers, to make allusion to me. When he is told 
iu the House that he is exhibiting a want of feal- 
ty and devotion to the South and her institutions 
in refusing to co-operate with the Democracy in 
the election of a Speaker, and violationg a pledge 
made to you whom he professes and claims to 
represent, he intimates that such charge emana- 
ted from, and was the promptings of, an “out- 
sider.” 

Again, when the Democratic papers of the 
State, like faithful sentinels, herald to the coun- 
try and hold him up to the gaze of the people for 
voting for the candidates and nominees of the 
Republican party, he charges that the editor of 
one of those papers was influenced aud urged to 
the work and warfare upon him “by outsiders at 
Washington.” Inasmuch us these allusions are 
doubtless aimed at and intended for me, and as I 
have no other means of communication with you, 

I have concluded, over my own signature, to 
adopt this mode, and fully inform you how he 
has disposed of the power intrusted to his hands, 
not by you, but by Messts- Morehead, Brown, 
and Harlan. 

Being an eye-witness of that protracted and 
turbulent struggle in the House for the Speaker- 
ship, 1 give as my firm and decided conviction, 
that but for the want of harmony and concert ol 
action among southern members, a different result 
would have been produced, and instead of the 
organization of the House of Representatives 
passing into the hands of the Republicans, a sound 
and conservative man, without sectional feeling, 
would have been called to preside over the de- 
liberations of that body. Upon the floor of the 
House Mr. Andtison admitted that he was pledg- 
ed to support a Democrat in preference to a Re- 
publican for Speaker, in the e\e it that the contest 
should at anv time be con fried to these parties; 
but he hoped and trusted that issue would never 
be presented, and yet that issue daily and hourly 
presented itself. I here say to you, and many of 
you will bear witness, to the ti uth of whatjl utter, 
that he pledged himself, during the canvass, if 
elected, to vote for a Democratic Speaker, offer- 
ing as a reason that it was evident that his party 
would be powerless, in number-, to secure the 
organization of the House, and that he would be 
compelled to select between a Democrat and 
Republican, and he would therefore vote for a 
Democrat. You will remember that he often re- 
peated, in his public addresses, that he was call- 
ed out upon this subject by a Demoerat in the 
tow n of Perry ville, and that he then and there 
made the pledge. 

As evidence that my memory is not at fault, I 
reler to the depositions and statements of wit- 
nesses taken iu the contest between us: Mr. An- 
derson declined to vote for Jno. S. Millson, of 
Virginia — & gentleman of liberal views and com- 
piehensire statesmanship, and one who com- 
manded the respect of his political opponents; 
and when upbraided by the men of the South for 
refusing to co-operate with them in the election 
of that distinguished gentleman to the Speaker 
ship of the House, lie gave as a reason for voting 
against Mr. Millson, that he had voted against 
the Kansas- Nebraska bill, notwithstanding he 
had jtist voted for Mr Etheridge, of Tennessee, 
who stood side by side with Mr. Millson in opposi- 
tion to the passage of said bill, and in the same 
breath he declared that he Lelieved with Mr. 
Fillmore that the passage of the Kan* as- Nebraska 
bill was the Pandora's box out of which hadt-prung 
all the evils attendant upon the agitation of the 
slavery question. I shall not attempt to recon- 
cile his inconsistencies upon this subject; but 
when viewing it, am forcibly reminded of the 
Frenchman’s idea ot a punch — which was a little 
whisky to make him hot, a little ice to make him 
cool, a little lemon to make him sour, and a little 
sugar to make him| sweet; upon the whole, he 
would have his punch to be a bundle of inconsis- 
tencies. 

It is a remarkable fact that his announcement 
upon the floor of the House that he agreed with 
Mr. Fillmore that the Kansas-Nebraska bill was 
the Pandora’s box upon the subject of slavery, 
does not appear in hisorinted remarks. Again, 
when interrogated as to whether the candidate 
fur Governor of the opposition party, in the late 
canvass in Kentucky, did not advocate the pas- 
sive of a slave code by Congress for the Territo- 
ries, he responded he did, but that he teas not to 
be held responsible for his opinions ; thus making 
the impression upon ail who heard him that he 
was “anti slave code,” when he was not only 
pledged to vote for, but to introduce such a bill. 
It is another remarkable fact that this part of his 
speech carefully withheld from the public eye, 
having been expunged bv his own hand from the 
reporter’s rotes belore hs remarks went to press 
— pledged as he was to the passage by Congress 
ol a law to protect slave property in the Territo- 
ries. Hedecla'es in the same speech, that he 
regrets the introduction into and tiie agitation of 
the slavery question in the House, and that he 
was lor the enforcement of all laws upon the sub 
ject,and there he desired the question to rest. I 
will not say that he pledged himself, during the 
canvass, to advocate this measure to secure a seat 
in the present Congress and in view' of the fact 
that his sent was coi tested, and knowing the nu- 
tnercial strength of the Republican party in the 
House, thought proper to change his position, in 
order to retain his seat; but leave it to a candid 
and impartial public to determine. 

I will say, however, taking his remarks in the 
House to be his present position on the subject of 
slavery, that his memory is as oblivious to pledges 
as his sudden conversion is marvello< s. His 
present position, of no more legislation by Con- 
gress upon the subject of slavery, in view of the 
high ground he took in the canvass for further 
protection to slave property in the Territories, 
w ill be as astounding to you us the raid of John 
Brown into Virginia. 

Coming into Congress, as he did, pledged to 
retrench and reform the expenses of the govern 
incur, it was hoped, expected, and confidently be- 
lieved by you, that he would give his influence 
and lend his aid to accomplish that end; but his 
course in Congress has ere this disappointed that 
hope and blasted that expectation. You will re- 
member, among other things, he condemned the 
Democratic party for what he termed extrava- 
gance in the printing department, charging that 
upwards of one hundred thousand dollars had been 
expended by them in the foolish expenditure of 
engraving birds, bugs, snakes, frogs, &c., &c., 
wihich accompanied the report on the Pacific rail 
toad survey. You will be astonished when I tell 
you, that within a few days past, at the instance 
of the Republican party, by resolution of the 
House, for which he voted, and against which the 
Democratic party voted, ten thousand extra copies 
of the 11th volume of said report was ordered to 
be printed, at a cost of upwards of fifty thousand 
dollars, when the same had already been printed 
for the use of the government by the Senate, at 
the close of the last Congress — the reprinting of 
which will materially assist his friend, Governor 
Ford, in “taking care of the wounded.” The 
republication of this work is the most wasteful 
piece ot extravagance that has ever characterized 
the public printing. In these ten thousand extra 
copies are to be found the same birds, bugs, snakes, 
and frogs that he exhibited during the canvass, to 
the infinite delight of his friends. I here pro- 
mise them that they shall have another benefit 
and a re-exhibition when I again return to the 
District. The course of Mr. Anderson in voting 
for Mr. Ford for printer of the House, so far as 
my information extends, has no advocate or apol- 
ogist among his p»r.y friends “in Kentucky, save 
the editor of the Danville Tribune.” The Lou- 
isville Journal, the acknowledged organ and lead- 
er of his part v In the State, recently condemned, 
ic the most bitter and decided terms, the course 
of Hon Henry Winter Davis, an oppositionist 
from the State of Maryland, for voting for Mr. 
Pennington lor Spe ker. If the course of Mr. 
Davis should draw down upon him the denuncia- 
tions and anathemas of the Journal for voting for 



a Republican for Speaker, what must be his judg- 
ment of Mr. Andersou’s conduct in giving into the 
hands of one of the rankest and most unrelenting 
Republicans a place of the greatest responsibility, 
ami the most lucrative in the gift of the popular 
branch of Congress? This same Gov. Ford was the 
one who attempted to abolitionize the Philadel 
phia American Convention of ’55, and when that 
bGdy adopted the I2th section of their platform, 
declaring the past legislation of Congress upon 
slavery a finality, seceded from the same, and re- 
paired to Cleveland, Ohio, where his anti-slaver v 
brethren were in convention assembled, and his 
approach was heralded by the following telegraphic 
dispatch: 

“The North is beaten; 13 States have with- 
drawn iu di-gust. Say to our friends at Cleveland, 
we are with you, heart and soul. May God eter- 
nally damn slavery ai d dou r h aceism.” 

1 fits same Gov. Ford reappears in a convention 
of the Republicans in New York, iu 1856, and ad- 
dresses them as follows: 

“lie rose to counsel concession, and n union of 
all the conflicting elements for the overthrow of 
popery and slavery. The American party has a 
great work to do, and that work is, to spread 
Americanism, and resist slavery, (applause,) and 
they, (pop* ry and slavery,) have upon earth hut 
one mission, the extinction of human liberty. The 
power of oppression is the same, whether it be 
foreign or domestic. Can we not combine for 
the overthrow of these powers of darkness? 
(Applause) Is it possible that the people of the 
North cannot unite for the overthrow ol that hv 
dra- headed monster, popery and slavery? I tell 
you we tan and we will. (Great applause.) Puli 
ticians everywhere who oppose us in this will be 
compelled, before the election, to give way to the 
will of the people. Now, after I have been with 
you for more than one year, you will give me 
leave to say that it has become our duty to de- 
clare, even if it bring upon us the charge of ego 
ti-m,that the American party claims the credit 
for being the first to effect a union against the 
agresrions of slavery. In conclusion, I heartily 
indorse the nomination of Fremont.” 

Such is his speech as reported in the New York 
Times of June 21, 1856. Gov. Ford cries, d wn 
with slavery. Mr. Anderson, by his vote, cries 
up Gov. Ford. Gov. Ford says the Republican 
parly has but one mission on earth, and that is to 
resist slavery. Mr. Anderson says, by his vote, 
he cannot resist Gov. Ford. Gov. Ford calls upon 
the Republicans to unite to overthrow slavery, 
and Mr. Anderson gives aid and comfort in the 
work by giving him an office, by which he will be 
enabled to realize fifty thousand dollars. 

But it is said by the editor of the Danville 
Tribune, iu its issue of the 6th instant, 

“That Mr. Anderson voted for Governor Ford, 
it 19 true, but voted for him in preference to Mr. 
Glossbrenoer, an abolition Democrat, and former 
editor of a freesoil paper. Mr. Ford is an old-line 
Whig and American, and has acted with the Re 
publicans as against the Democrats. He is said 
to be a modet ate conservative politician after the 
manner of man of Corwin, who served his coun- 
try with great gallantry in the Mexican war.” 
The subjoined letter will enable you to see 
both of the-e gentlemen in their true light, Mr. 
Glossbrenner being the competitor of Gov. Ford 
for Printer of the House: 

Y ork, Penna., April 6, 1860. 
Hov. J. S. Chaismen^ 

My Dear Sir: Referring to a conversation 
that I had with you, as 1 was about to leave 
Washington, in which you informed me that Mr. 
William C. Anderson, of your State, in ?pcikin& 
of his vote for Mr. Ford, a Republican, lor Prin 
ter of the House of Representatives, had stated 
that he was compelled, in voting, to choose be- 
tween a Republican and the publisher of a free 
soil newspaper in Pennsylvania, I deem it proper 
to place in your possession in writing the sub- 
stance of what I then stated verbally. As the 
name of no other Pennsylvanian than myself was 
before the House at the time of Mr. Ford’s elec- 
tion, I presume that Mr. Anderson intended to in 
limate that / was “the publisher of a freesoil 
newspaper.” Now, sir, although I had no right to 
expect Mr. Anderson’s vote on that occasion, 
having no claim upon him, nor any affinity with 
him, political, personal, or otherwise. I had a 
right to expect that, if he felt it necessary to 
seek a justification for his vote for a Republican, 
he should do so without doing me. and those gen- 
tlemen of the House of Representatives who 
honored me with their support, so gross a wrong 
as to put me into an entirely false position. That 
I do, or ever did, publish a freesoil newspaper, is not 
only entirely untrue, but the very opposite of truth. 
I did, from my youth up to a few years ago, pub 
lish a Democratic newspaper — the York Gazette 
— the columns of which, for twenty-three years, 
(the entire period of my editorial control of 
them,) furnish abundant evidence of the utter 
falsity of the charge; and 1 never wrote or pub- 
lished a line upon the subject of the domestic in 
stitutions of the South that would not have been 
deemed sound and just even among those most 
zealous and earnest in defense of all the consti- 
tutional rights of our southern brethren. My po- 
litical sentiments are w'ell known to many gentle- 
men now in Congress; for, while I have sought 
not to be obtrusive, I have at the same time been 
by no means reserved in the expression ol any 
opinion I ever entertained. 

I cannot conceive upon what ground, or upon 
whose information, Mr. Anderson has felt nu 
thorized to ascribe to me the publication of a 
lree-soil newspaper. Be that ns it may, howev- 
er, the declaration is unwarranted, and destitute 
of even a shadow of foundation in truth. I have 
not the vanity to suppose that the political posi- 
tion of on individual so unimportant as rnysell 
can be of much interest to anybody; but, eschew- 
ing and repudi.it ng, as I do, the kindred mon 
■trosities of modern republicanism, abolitionism, 
and free soilisra, my self respect prompts ine, 
when an attempt is made to identify me with 
them, or either of them, to repel the imputation 
as emphatically as I should (cel called upon to re 
pel a charge of treason to the Constitution, made 
in anv other form.

Gov. Ford was put in nomination for printer to 
the House on the 13th ballot, s.nd for that and 
the 14th and 15th ballots received the entire Re- 
publican vote, together with the vote of Mr. An 
derson and his colleague, Hon. Green Adams. — 
On the 16th ballot Mr. Anderson was deserted by 
Mr. Adams, pud was left to Ford it alone for that 
ballot and the 17th also. On the 18th bi.llot, 
Hon. Henry Winter Davis alone, of nil the South 
Americans, came to the relief of Mr. Anderson, 
and they, together with the Republicans, elected 
Gov.

“Were it possible that the whole number of 
slaveholders c uld be gathered together and t r atie- j 
formed into Itnir equal bands ot licensed robbers, 
tuffiaus, thieves, and murderers, society, we feel i 
assured, would suffer less Irom their atrocities 
than it does now .” * * * * * 

Mr Helper declares that they throw their ban- 
ner to the breeze, and s'atid by their declarations, 
j to the death, of 

“Ineligibility of pro-duvet v slaveholders, never 
another vote to any one who advocates the re 
tention and perpetuation of human slavery.” * 
“No co operation with pro-slavery politicians 
— no fellowship with them in religion — n » affilia- 
tion with them in society — no patronage to pro- 
slavery merchants — no guestshipto slave-waiting 
hotels — no fees to pro-slavery lawyers — no em

In all those essential requisites f*»r 
an accomplished jurist — of profound knowledge of i 
elementary law, thorough philosophic comprehen- I 
sion of the whole system of jurisprudence, capa j 
city for systematic investigation and thought, in- J 
tuitive discernment of truth, and perfect imparti- 1 
ality in the 

ticulnr cases — Judge Piaster has no experience 
the State, or elsewhere, among met. of his own j 
age. During the four years he has been upon 
the bench in this circuit he has proved himself to 
be one of the most able, sound, and accjrate 
judges in the State, having had fewer cases re 
versed by the Court of Appeals than any of his 
compeers, and his opinions commanding always 
the highest respect of that enlightened tribunal.

Charlcstov, April 30. — The Convention met 
at 10 o’clock A. M. Alter prayer the President 
addres-ed the Convention. apologizing lor the 
harsh language used by him during the disorder 
on Saturday evening; he, however, considered it 
his duty to speak plaiuly and positively. 

The Preaid nit announced the first business in 
order was taking a vote on the main question, 
which was on t he substitute offered. 

3 o'clock P. V . — The Latest . — A dispatch 
just received says that the platform has been set- 
tled, but does not state in w hat manner, uud that 
the b illoting has commenced. 

Mr. Butler, in behalf of Massachusetts, Min- 
nesota, Indiana, and New Jersey, presented the 
caucus platform, with a resolution lor the protec- 
tion of citizens of foreign birth. 

A vote being uk-m, the Butler platform was 
rejected bv a vote of uearly two thirds against it 
— tve* 1 05, nays 1^8. 

When New Jersey was called, a delegate sta- 
ted that the Convention appointing them as dele- 
gates * ad recommended them to vote hs a unit. 

Ti e Pre-ident decided that the word iccoin 
mended was equivalent to an instruction. 

Tiie decision of the above was appealed from. 

A motion to lay the appeal on the table w as 
lo8f—*yettS la'), nays 14b. 

On sustaining the appeal — yens 14. r >; nays not 
given. This result is a gain of two votes in New 
Jersey, and Georgia w ill also claim its right to vote 
by districts. 

The next vote will be on the adoption of the 
minority report, when Alabama, Arkansas, Mis 
8i*sippi, in a body, and a portion of California and 
other States, will present their protests and with- 
draw from the Convention 

Charleston , April 30. — The friends of Douglas 
will begin the contest to-day in great confidence 
of his nomination the third ballot. 

The frier ds of Dickinson are equally confident, | 
aa it la believed that the South will rally on him. 

Au ertor’ will be made to-day to take the Cin- 
cinnati platform up with >ut addition. 

Nearly an hour was spent in discussing points 
of order and various parliamentary movements 
were made to prevent the reaching the main ques 
tion 

Mr. Butler moved to lay the whole subject on 
the table, and to proceed to vote for the (.residen- 
tial nominee. 

Cries of ‘‘agreed;” “no,” “no,” &.C., See. 

Mr. VVinthrop, of Ala., contended that the rao 
tion of Mr. Butler was out of order, and that a 
vote on the platform must nor be taken. 

Mr. Clark, of Miss., was unwilling to reach a 
result by subterfuge that we cannot reach by plain 
dealing. 

Mi Gettings, Md., attempted to address the 
chair, bu was called to order. 

Mr. I3uil*r withdrew h s mo. ion to lay on the 
table and proceed to balloting. 

The President wag about stating the question, 
when a voice cried out: “Mr. President — a ms- 
Cake I didn't understand that man's motion 
down there.” 

Mr. Gettings rose to demand an explanation 
He would like to know who it w as who spoke sj 
di.-r expect fully to him. He claimed to be a dele- 
gate from M trvland. 

Mr. Hooper rose. He did not intend anything 
disrespectful to the g* nth man, but bis name w as 
Torn Hooper, of Alabama. 

Mr Gettings — If no insult was intended, the 1 
genilemm will ca 1 at my room ami take a drink. 

The question w is then taken Oi adopting the 
minmity report as a subsume for the majority 
report, and it was adopted. Ayes 165; nays 138. 

Mr. Flournoy asked permission to make a per- 
sonal explanation, declaring him-ell for Douglas, 
and unwilling to obey the instructions to leave the 
Convention in case the minority report was a lopt- 
ed. 

The question recurred on the adoption of the 
roajori y platform 

Mr. AnIu*. of North Carolina, stated that if 
these minority resolutions are adopted, he would 
be compelled to abandon ti e Convention and dis- 
connect himself from the Democratic party 
Cheers for the South. 

Mr SauUbury, of Delewnre contended that 
the preamble to the minority resolutions contro- 
vert the Cincinnati platform. 

Cries of “Ordet,” and the gentleman talking at 
the top of his voice till drowned ill the uproar. 

Mr. Butler demanded that the question lie first 
taken on the first part of the resolution affirming 
the Cincinnati platform separately, and it was 
adopted — ayes 2 >3, nays 70. 

V\ hen Mississippi wag called, Mr. Glenn arose 
and voted — iio- declaring that Mississippi believed 
the Cincinnati platform, as explained at the North 
and S »uth, ail unqualified swindle. His voice 
was drowned in cries of “Order.” 

The list hill hour up to one o’clock was spent 
in discussing the right of the Georgia delegation to 
vote by districts. 

The President having repealed his dec i bon, 
thit the word request in the case of Georgia is 
equivalent to a provision or intimation to vote as 
a unit, 

Mr Seward appealed, and whilst the vote was 
being taken, withdrew his appeal. 

Mr. Briggs, of New York, now that the Cin- 
cinnati platform was adopted, moved that the 
remainder of the resolutions be laid upon the ta 
ble. 

Mr. Gettings, of Maryland, rose to know 
whether he had been ruled out of order simply 
bee iuse he come from a slave State. 

Cries of order, and great confusion. 

Mr. Gettings continued to proclaim himself 
from a border Slate, and succeeded in getting 
himself laughed at; which seemed to be his ob 
ject 

The Chair stated ihat he had no f ,to hisknowl- 
edg , called the gentleman to Older, except when 
he w i-i clearly out of order. 

Mr. Gettings replied — Peihap«so, and then add- 
ed that he had not had the honor of meetii g 
the President before, since 1840, when he made 
the most violent Whig iqeech he had ever heard. 

Cries of order. 

Mr. Stuart raised a point of order that the 
motion to lay on the table would cari y the whole 
subject with it. 

The President decided that it would not carry 
to the table the Cincinnati platform just adopted. 

Mr. Gettings rose to a personal explanation. 
ITe did not mean any personal insult to the Chair 
when he remarked that he hid first seen him at a 
Whig meeting, making a Whig speech. He hon- 
ored such men; he honored any man that dared 
to be a Dem *c at in Massachusetts. 

Mr. Yancey, of AI barna, said that the motion 
to lay the residue of the minority platform on the 
table was out of order, as it was equivalent to a 
motion to strike out the first resolution, which 
would be clearly out of order. 

The President decided the motion to lay on 
the table in order 

After the vote had commenced, Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, and Florida desired to withdriwr their 
votes, mid Arkansas withdrew three of its votes, 
all refusing to vote on the subject. 

The result was then Announced — yeas 81, nays 
181; so the Convention refused to lay the tniuori 
ty platform on the table. 

The C invention then proceeded to vote 9epa 
rately on the resolutions. 



Mr. Brown, of Nor'h Carolina, warned gentle- 
men that if they adopted those resolutions, the De- 
mocratic party would cease to exist as a national 
party. 

Mr. Stuart, of Michigan, rose to a question of 
order. Cries of “dow n,” “down,” by the South 
ern members. 

Mr. Richardson, of Illinois, rose and desired to 
address the Convention. 

Great excitement ensued, and the Southern 
members demanded a decision on the point of or- 
der, refusing to hear Mr. Richardson, and crying 
him down. 

Mr. Richardson maintained his position, and 
great anxiety was manifested to hear him. He 
mule several attempts to speak, hut was called to 
order by the Alabama and Mississippi delegations. 

Judge Meek, of Alabama, demanded that the 
Convention proceed to vote, and that no other 
business be allowed. 

Mr. Cochrane, of New Hampshire, asked a sus- 
pension of the rules, to allow Mr. Richardson to 
•peak. 

The motion was declared out of order. 

Another half hour was spent in points of order 
and privileged questions, when a vote was taken 
on the motion to stnkcout the preamble and 
first resolution — relating to the Di ed Scott decis- 
ion of the Supreme Court in reference to slavery; 
which was adopted. 

Mississippi, Alabama, Arkansas, and Florida 
declined to vote. The delegations generally went 
out to consult. 

The vote was finally announced as follows: 

Yeas 40, nays 230. 

The only yeas were Newr Hampshire, 1; Mas- 
scchusett* . iOj.s; Rhode Island, 4 ; Connecticut, 
4; Pennsylvania, 9; Maryland, 21^; Missouri, 5; 
Kentucky, 4. 

The President then announced that the pre- 
amide, with the first resolution, was rejected. 

Mr. Butler proposed that the remainder of the 
platform be voted down without discussion. 

Mr. Steward, from Michigan, demanded a sep- 
arate vote on each resolution. 

The vote was then taken on the resolution to 
protect foreign born citizens. 

Missouri, Louisiana, Texas, Florida, and Ala- 
baint declined to vote, and the lesolution was 
adopted unanimously. 

A vote was then taken on the Pacific Railroad 
resolution, and it was adopted, the same States 
refu-ing to vote, and there being but 2U negative 
votes. 

Mr. McCook gave notice of a motion to recon 
si»ler this vote, with the object of checking all 
from going into tl e Alabama movement. 

The remaining resolution* were then voted 
upon successively, the same States declining to 
vote, and Arkansas casting but 3 votes. All 
of them wire adopted unanimously, .the yeas 
numbering 272 

Mr. Stuart, of Michigan, obtained the floor on 
amotion to reeonsHer the resolution, and pro 
cerded to address the Convention, complaining 
whilst those on his side had given a respectable 
hearing to the South, they had not been allowed 
to say one word. He, and those who acted with 
him, had agreed never to agitate the subject in or 
out of Congress, and they had kept thengreem« nt. 
He whs ready to yield money or property for 
peace »*nd harmony, hut would not yield his hon 
or. TltD was d» nnmied of him by the South 

Mr. Yancey replied at some length, declaring 
that Congress has the light to protect the proper 
tv of slave holder-* against the encroachments of 
territorial legislation, wherever it mav occur. 

Mr. Stuart moved to lav the motion to recon- 
sider on the table, and called the previous ques- 
ti *ii, but gave way to Mr. W.i.ker, .chairman of 
t >e Alabama delegation, who announced that he 
ha I ncommuni ation from it to make to the Con- 
vention. He then proceeded to read a statement 
mmI protest, giving their re . son for withdrawing 
f om :he Convention. He also read a res- 
olution declaring that in case the delegates from 
Alabama should now withdraw, as adopted by the 
C’ oivent ion of that Slate, no other person should 
represent that Slate in this Convention- 

The delegates rose to depart, w hen Mr. Btrry, 
of Missis.* ippi, rose and stated that the di lega- 
tion from that State authorized him to sav that 
this delegation also withdrew from the Conven 
tion, with that of Alabama. 

Mr. VVm. Mountain, of Louisiana, was author- 
ized to state, on the part of the delegation of 
his Slate, that they no longer retain their seats 
in this Convention. We have heretofore de- 
clared that the Democratic party was haimnni- 
ous, but we are now parted forever and sepata- 
ted in principle, if our friends from the free States 
cannot join us in fighting Black Republican-. — 
He concluded by stating that two of the dele 
gates declined to join the majority, but the ma- 
jority contends that as they are instructed to vote 
as a unit, no ont* has the authority to cast the 
vote of the State after they leave. 

General Simmons, chairman of t e South Car- 
olina delegation, read a piper in behalf of that 
delegation, protesting that the platform adopted 
is in contravention of the principles of their 
State Convention, and therefore their delegates 
withdraw, with the exception of three of its mem- 
bers. 

Mr. Glenn, of Mississippi, delivered in behalf 
of that State a powerful an exciting address, tell 
ing the Convention that in less than sixty da\s 
they will see a united South, acting in concert. 
[Deafening applause, in which the gallerie* join 
ed.] Ti e time will coroe when you will want us. 
He concluded by giving notice that all who svm 
pathized with the retiring delegates could meet 
them at St.. Andrew’s H ill to night. 

Mr. Milton, of Florida, in behalf of that dele- 
gation pre-ented their protest and withdrew, tell- 
ing the North and Northwe-t that as they had 
hardened their hearts and stiffened their necks, 
they parted with but little i egret. He read a 
long protest signed by the whole delegation, re- 
fusing to allow any other to east the vote of that 
State in the Convention. 

Mr. Bryan, of Texas, had long looked forward 
to this result. Af er a few remarks he present 
ed the protest of Texas declaring that a persis- 
tence in the principle maintained by a majority 
of i lie Convention will ultimately dissolve the 
Union. 

Mr. Burrows, of Arkansas, in behalf of the 
delegation of his State, then entered a protest 
that they could not consent to place an unsound 
man upon an unsound platform, and expressed 
the opinion that the chief of the squatter sover- 
eigns should receive the nomination. The pro- 
test is signed by three of the delegates, who nro 
test that no one else shall cast the vote of their 
State in the Convention. 

The Georgia delegation asked le»*ve to retire 
that they might consult on the question. 

Mr.Ge tings again kicked up another excite 
meut on the floor to make a personal explana- 
tion, but was ordered by the President to take his 
seat. 

Mr. Merrick, of Illinois, addressed the Con- 
vention, asserting that the chairman of some of 
llie^e delegations were withdrawing their States 
without consulting their delegations. He, there- 
fore, proposed an adjournment to enable them to 
properly consult 

At the requestof Mr. Russell, of Virginia, Mr. 
Merrick tetiijHimrily withdrew the tuoiiou to eu 
able liiin to say a few words. 

Mr. Rus-ell thet spoke for Virginia, expressing 
deep sympathy for the Southern States, and n-k 
ing that an adjournment be made to allow* of a 
consultation. 

Mr. Bryan, of Delaware, in behalf of himself 
and one other of his colleagues, withdrew from 
the Convention. He said, we came here to join 
a Convention of 33 States, 9 of winch hare now 
withdrawn, and we refuse to fetter our State by 
parlicipttn g in the action of those that remain. 

Mr. Saulshurv, of Delaware, said that liitnseli 
and a majority of the delegation were not now 
fully prepared to act. He, therefore, asked leave 
to retire for consultation. 

Mr. Merrick moved to adjourn till to-morrow 
morning. 

The motion w:«s adopted, and the Convention 
adjourned at 6 p. m., alter a continuous session ot 
six hours. 

The excitement in the city is great. A salute 
is tiring in honor of the Southern di legations — 
The seceders will meet to-night and nonrnatc 
Dickinson, with probably Stephens tor Vice Pres 
ident. There is considerable feeling against the 
three delegates who relused to secede. North 
Carolina stands firm, a-; also does Maryland; Vir- 
ginia and Georgia are discussing, and p rt of their 
delegates withdrawing. Kentucky is also con 
suiting. Douglas will be nomitnied on the first 
ballot to morrow. The Convention will have 
some difficulty to obtaiu a Southern man for Vice 
President. 



Charleston, May 1. — The lloor and north gal- 
lery of t tie Convention were literally inundated 
w ith ladies, and the gouth and w est gallaries were 
crowded with spectators. The President's tabic 
was lined with bouquets. The seats of the seced- 
ing delegate* were filled with South Carolina 1 a- 
dtes. 

The Georgia, Virginia, and North Carolina 
delegates were in their seats. 

Tii# convention w as called to order at half 
past 10, and a prayer was offered by the Rev. Mr. 
lugersoii. 

Mr. Richard-on, of III., inquired— what was the 
business in order? 

The President stated that these separate mo- 
ti ns to reconsider the platform resolutions w ere 
pending at the time of adjournment vesterday, 
and that Mr. Merrick, el 111., w as entitled to the 
floor. 

Mr. Bcnning, of G.a., rose to a privileged ques- 
tion, elating that the Georgia delegation had 
been in anxious consultation, and had passed a 
series of resolutions, the first of which instructed 
i he chairman of the delegation to inform the 
President ot the Convention that they could no 
longer participate in the pioceedings oi’ this Con- 
vention. He added that they would now with 
draw. The resolution was signed by 24 members. 
Four more delegates subsequently seceded w ilh 
them, « n the ground that they felt themselves 
compelled to act with the majority. Eight other 
delegates remained in the Convention. 

The Arkansas delegation then presented their 1 
protest and withdrew. 

.Mr. Irwing, of Tennessee, asked leave for that 
delegation to retire for the purpose ot consul a- 
tion with some of the retiring delegates of the 
South. 

A portion of the Maryland delegation asked 
leave to retire for consultation 

A portion of the Kentucky delegatian nnnounc 
ed that they had no desire to retire. 

The North Carolina delegation asked leave to 
retire for consultation. 

Mr. Cokeu, of Ga., one of the remaining dele- 
gates, proceeded to address the Convention. From 
early manhood he had been in the front ranks of 
those who had been foren.ost of the extremest 
sect of the State Rights school, yet he was here, 
after a majority of his associates had retired. He 
had been induced to remain hete in the hope that 
the cup of conciliation (?; may be dashed to the 
earth. Whilst he was with those who retired, in 
sentiment, he had chosen to remain and make an 
effort for peace and union. There was no division 
of sentiment at the South, and there had t.ever 
been anv division except as to a question of 
time. The South is in earnest. He could see in 
this division and destruction of the Democratic 
party, a tipple that would swell to a wave and 
carry to the Presidential chair the arch-fiend ol 
Black Republicanism. His appeal lor concilia- 
tion and compromi.'e was most impressive. He 
coi eluded bv declaring that he intended to re- 
main in the Convention until the last leather was 
placed on the camel’s back, and then he would be 
among the foremost to leave it. 

Mr. Flournoy, of Arkansas, said his advice was 
never to give up the ship, but to call up the crew 
and face the storm lie had been reared among 
the institution. He believed slavery a benefit to 
master and slave. All he had in the world was 
the product of slave labor, and therefore he trust- 
ed be was above suspicion. He believed that bis 
Southern friends had acted wrongly in this mat 
te . He believed that the S nub cannot he uni 
ted on the ground they have taken, anti that they 
will be sustained by their constituents. 

Mr. Montgomery, ol Pa., was opposed to these 
speeches on either side. If there are more dele 
gates prepared to leave, let them go. They have 
all made up their minds and we have niude up 
ours. We wish to proceed with business. 

The SecedeiVs Convention 
Charleston, April 30 — St. Andrew’s Hall 
last night was thronged with members of the 
bolters from the Convention, John C Prest*»n.ol 
South Carolina, presiding Mr. P. delivered a 
short address. He considered this a great occasion. 
He said we only know the imperiled institutions 
of our country. We are here to preserve our 
rights and redtessour wrongs. Il we had sub 
milted, we should have done that which would 
have driven ih from the land of our fathers and 
deprived us of the liberty they fought for, and ul- 
timately would have driven us from the spot in 
w hich their sacred ashes repose. 

Mr. Yancey followed with a statement of his 
views of the position occupied by the Southern 
delegates. We appear here simply as citizens of 
the St- te in which we live. 

We were sent to the National Di tnocratic Con- 
vention as delegates, but our mi-sion has been 
fulfilled, and we ret it e as mere citizens from the 
late National Convention, which is now a mere 
sectional gatheiing. A few Southern delegates 
still remain there, it is true, but it i* in t lie hope 
of inducing these to forego their Black Republi- 
can purposes. Mr Yancey pioposed that they 
should take no action, but to remain lure and 
watch tlie proceeding* ot the regular Convention. 
Should that Convention nominate Douglas, it 
would then become their duty to present and re 
commend to the people of the United States can- 
didates for President and Vice President, and on 
a national and constitutional basis, and, therefore, 
a Southern basis. He thought no steps should be 
taken by the seceding Convention until the prop- 
er time. 

Mr. Bayard, of Delaware, did not regard the 
influence that over ruled principle in the Nation- 
al C invention so much the spirit of Black Re- 
publicanism, sis it was n .*>truggle for power and 
[dunder — the corruptions and bargains of a gen- 
eral scramble for office. He was very severe on 
the New York delegates, w ho came here, he said, 
professing a desire to join in such a nomination 
as would suit the South, but as soou as they bad 
received their seats turned their backs oil the 
South. He trusted that other States would with* 
draw from 'hat Convention, ..ttd that it would be 
utterly dissolved. He did not cousider that se- 
ceders had the power to make tegular nomina- 
tions but he would recommend, if it should be 
found necessary, that they should join in the re- 
commendation of same suitable candidates, with 
a wiitten address to their constituents. 

Air. Matthews, of Louisiana, in behalf of his 
delegation, asked that no action should be t-ken 
by this b dy until we see instead ol eight States 
we do not to morrow number tifieen and perhaps 
seventeen; we should wait till to morrow, and we 
should do nothing hastily until we hear from thn.-e 
States who asked tor an adjournment last evening, 
in order to have an opportunity ot consulting as 
to the collF-e they should pursue. A call ol the 
States was then made; when New York was 
reached, Dr. Skinner of the Wood delegation re- 
sponded. He said he came V ere to attend a na- 
tional Convention, and had been sitting out in the 
cold for eight days, his delegation having been 
ousted from their seats by fraud. He was a 
Hard, and the difference between a Hard aid a 
Soft was that the former sacrificed place for prin- 
ciples, and the latter principles for place He had 
no doubt Mayor Wood would have been here if 
he had known the meeting was to beheld. 

Delaware called. Bayard and one *other dele- 
gate came forward 

Maryland — No answer. 

Virginia was responded to by Mr. Fisher, who 
raid there would be more of that Stale here; lie 
Iso said lie had to be here. 

South Carolina was called. Mr. Reed said he 
was one of the three whose* names were not sign- 
d to the protest; he h id hesitated about leaving 
le Convention, in the hope of securing harmony ; 
ut wiiere Alabama goes there the Cnrolinas will 
o also, and he was satisfied Georgia will be with 
s before to-morrow night, and he also hoped 

• very Southern State would be. 

Georgia was called. Mr. Lamnr responded, 
nd said he believed a large majority of his dele 
ation will, before to-morrow morning, enroll 
icir names. 

Florida was called, wheD the entire delegation 
i esponded. 

All the seceded States signed the roll. 

The convention then adjourned to meet again 
} morrow. 

Mr. Yancey afterwards addressed, at the City 
[all, a mass meeting of the seceders. 

Charleston, May 1.— The Southern seceders 
npo tiled a Committee on Organiz .tion, and will 
i leet at noon to day, when un organization will 

• e effected. 

Douglas professes satisfaction with the result, 
eclurmg that the seceders do n t represent the 
•pillar sentiment of the delegates. 

The Wood delegation all joined the seceders. 
New Orleans. May 1, P M. — Telegraphic ad- 
‘ces from Charleston say that a Southern Con 



vention has been organized by the election of 
Senator Bayard, of Deleware, for President , and 
eight V ice- Presidents and four Secretaries. No 
progress has been made in the regular Conven- 
tion. There is no prospect of a ballot to-night. 

The dispatches to Forney’s Pi ess says that Vir- 
ginia has resolved not to secede, and that Mary- 
land, Tennessee, and a majority of Kentucky, 
North Carolina, and Missouri, will remain in the 
Convention. The Douglas men have held and ita- 
raence meeting. Addresses were delivered by 
gentlemen from Maryland. Aikansas, Missoni i, 
and other Southern States. All the speakers 
pledged their Slates lor the Little Giant by large 
majorities. 

Col. Flournoy Haid he intended to address the 
Southern friends in the Convention in favor of 
Douglas. It was stated that a dispatch from the 
Chairman of the Louisiana State Committee de- 
clared that Douglas would carry that State by a 
large majority, l.otw itli&tanning the recession of 
their delegates. The secession is not regarded as 
serious. Only the extremes have bolted, and the 
conservatives of the South say they are glad they 
are gone, a** they say they injure the party even 
in the South.

R' din-chon of the Governor of tiio State, the at- 
j ' 'option of the proper civil officers is called tothe 
fo lowing provisions of tho new Military Law, which 
relate to the enrollment of the whole body of tho 
Militia, viz: 

ARTICLE ii. 

■<> 1. riic Enrolled Militia shall consist of nil nble- 
boaied while inn le persons between the iiees ot eigh- 
teen and forty-five years, who may be citizens or res- 
idents of the State, except persons who have served 
not 1 as than five years in the Army or Navy of tho 
l. lilted States, persons who may be active members 
ot the \ olunteer Militia, and persons already exempt 
troin military service by the laws of tho United States 
or of this State. 

“V 2. It shall be the duty of the assessor? to pre- 
pare a list annually ofall persons liable to bccftroll- 
ed. living within their respective limits; and they shall 
annually make out a roll or list of all such names, and 
place it. before the first day of June, in the hands of 
tiie clerk of the county court of the county in winch 
sued) persons live; and it shall be the duty of every 
such clerk, immediately thereafter, to record said roll 
or list of names, in a book to be provided tor that 
purpose, in the same manner as other books of record 
are provided; and such record shall be deemed a suf- 
ficient notification to all persons whose names are 
thus recorded, that they have been enrolled in the 
Militia. 

4. That it shall be the duty of the clerk of every 
county court to transmit to the Adjutant General of 
the Stato prior to the first day of September, in 
every year, an annual return, stating the number of 
the Militia ot such county that have been enrolled. 

* V 5. I hat for the services required by this act. of 
the assessor and county court clerk, there shall be 
allowed to each of these officers the sum of one cent 
for each name returned by the assessor and enrolled 
by the *derk. 

.**$ ®« All county clerks, assessors, sheriff*, or other 
civil officers, upon whom are devolved the discharge 
of specific duties under this act. who shall neglect or 
refuse to obey the provisions of law herein specified 
shall forfeit and pay not more than five hundred nor 
less than twenty dollars for each and every offense to 
be recovered in any court of competent jurisdiction, 
fur the use of the Commonwealth. 

?• For the purpose of organizing tho Enrolled 
Militia, each county shall be considered a regimental 
district; and all existing military districts and offices 
therein arc hereby abolished. 

**$ At the first annual election held after tho 
pas-age ot this'act.a Colonel and Lieut. Colonol shall 
be elected by the persons in each regimental district 
subject to enrollment, in the same manner, and at 
the same time and places, and under the same forms, 
that civil officers are chosen at said election; and tho 
result of the election for such Colonel and Lieuten- 
ant Colonel shall bocertified by the board of exam- 
iners to the Adjutant General of the State; aud in 
the event of a vacancy occuir ng or existing in eith- 
er of said offices, it shall be filled iu the same man- 
ner as is above provided, at the next ensuing annual 
election ; but tho Commander-in Chief shall have 
authority to order a special election to fill such va- 
cancy. 

The objects of the above sections of the law are, 
firstly, to obtain a lull enrollment of the entire Mili- 
tia of the State, with a view of enabling the Adju- 
tant General to make acompleteretum to the gener- 
oral government, as a basis on which to draw our full 
quota of arms; and, secondly to provide, by the elec- 
tion ol prop r officers in every county, fora complete 
i organization of the Entailed Militia i u to compan- 
ies. bat tall ions, and regiments The assessors will use 
even means to make tfieir lists as complete as possi- 
ble- and the county clerks are desired to make their 
returns to my office as soon as practicable alter en- 
rollment. ’1 lie actual number of poisons enrolled, 
and not the names, will be reported by the county 
clerks to my office. 

Section 2 of Article IV makes it the special duty of 
the Adjutant General to see that the “offices of 
Colonel and Lieu enant Gob nel in each ngunental 
district shall be constantly filled.” In obedience to 
ibis mj action. 1 therefore call the attention of the 
proper civil officers to Section 8. Article II. herein 
quoted. A column will be opened in the pull books 
at every pl.iceof voting in each county, at the next 
August election, to record the votes for the offices of 
< monel and Lieutenant Colonel for the regimental 
district; and the board of examiners are desired to 
report the result of such election as early as practi- 
cable. All persons in the county liable to be enroll- 
ed, and no others, will bo entitled to vote for those 
1 officers. • 

; A s soon as the Colonel is commissioned, instruc- 
tions will be given for his guidance in organizing nis 
regimental district.

Quartermaster Generals Orders. 

Quartermaster General’s Office.! 

F rankfort, April 13, lebti. * 
l^Y’ direction of the Governor of the Starr, 1 hore- 
■ > by call the attention of tbe commandants ot exist- 
ing military cotnpaniei, organized under the old law, 
to the following provisions of tne new Military Law, 
to-wit: 

25 Within ninety days after the passage of this 
act every existing military company which fia- been 
furnished with State arms shall conform tothe re- 
quirements of this act which relate to mustering 
new companies into the State Guard; but it shall not 
be an absolute requisite that such crmrnnies shall 
have the full strength required for i cw companies, 
or that the members of such companies shall bo 
eighteen years of age. The commanding officer under 
the present organization of such companies shall 
make out a statement of all arms, equipments, ami 
public pr perty in possession of tue company and of 
its tuuii b rs, and submit t lie same to the county- 
judge, who. if he deem it expedient, shall indorse on 
said statement that it is with his sanction that said 
armsand equipments are held by said company ; aft er 
which indorsement the armsand equipments so des- 
cribed shall bt charged against such county in like 
manner ns if they had been issued ns provided in 
cases of new companies mustered into the service 
under this act. ’1 he statement of arms, thus indors- 
ed, together with the commander’s report ot the 
strength of the company . shall be transmitted tothe 
inspector general, w ho shall cause the compare to bo 
mustered into the Mate Guard, and the election of 
officers to take pluce in the same manner as is provid- 
ed for a new company . 

Should any existing company fail, within 
the required time, to comply with the above pre- 
scribed conditions, it shall be considered as disband- 
ed; «n«l it shall be the duty of the county attorney, 
or the Commonwealth’s attorney for the district iii 
which such disbanded company existed, on the rep- 
resentation • f any officer of ti e Active Militia, to 
take the necessary legal steps to obtain the restitu- 
tion of the State arms and other property which had 
been issued for the use of such Company . 

‘*$27. After the expiration of ninety days from tho 
passage of this act. no person who is not a member 
of the Active Militia, shall retain or have in his pos- 
session, at any time, arms or military equipments be- 
longing to the State, unless they have been properly 
issued to such person in pursuance of law. and he 
shall be permitted by proper authority to retain the 
same in t he discharge of a public duty; and no per- 
son, whether of the Active Militia or not, shall use 
any public arms or equipments lor his private use; 
under the penalty, in either of the above eases, of not 
le.-s than five dollars for each offense, to be* recovered 
before a justice of the peace, on information by the 
county attorney; or in the case of a member of tho 
Active Militia, it may bo recovered by sentence of a 
court martial. 

** $ 28. No public arms or equipments of any kind 
shall hereafter he issued t<* any person not members 
of the Active Militia, except in time of war, insur- 
rection, or public darger so imminent that the com- 
mander-in-chief shall consider ihat the public safe- 
ty requires him to make the issue.” 

Di-bandcd companies to whom State arms have 
been issued since the year le40, are hereby notified to 
return to the^Arsenal all arms and equipments drawn 
by them b> the first day of July, I860, or their bonds 
will be put into the bands of the proper civil officers 
for collection.
